duty to do so. Then the Pinkerton men con

be brought Into court. That is the
only ocourse that ¢an  bo pursued. |
have no more osuthority to foree them

out of tho state than hes any othoer oltizen.
Thero seoms to be a groat deal of ignorance
upon the part of some partios as to the powor

by the governor. I can only aot
when the civil authorities are unable to pro-
tect life and property. Then and then ne
can 1 call the military force of the state into

aotion.

1] am not in favor of the Pinkerton men
at all, but T am not going to violate the law
by forcing them out, a& there has been no in-
vasion of the state such as the constitution
contemplates, Idonot know whother the
Pinkertous are armed or not. I never saw
thom have anything but the ordinary pollde-
man's elub, which all policemen carry.

W] want this distinetly understood, that it
is for the counties where the Pinkertons
l:l\-a been kepl to take the proper stops to

ng them to task. Should I take sw}n to
foroe them out how long would it be before [
would be denounced a8 a usurpert I »xm
ready to execute the law whenever 1 am
oalled upon to do it, but _np call has been
made upon moeas yet. I have been from
the start opposod to the presence of tho
Pinkerton men, but no case has yet oocurred
in which I conld interfere.

WHO WILL THE BISHOPS BE

The Conference Nearing the Themo
When Ballote Will Be Cast.

EPISCOPAL OFFICE IN DEMAND.

The Favorites in the Race—An Horole
Missionary From the Dark Conti-
nent—Echoes of the Debate
~Methodist Union.

Progress of the Conference.

KNew Youg, May 10.—[Special to Tum
Bee. |—Having Thursday, in s formal but
deaply impressive memorinl sorvice, dropped
tn tears over the dead bishops, the confer-
ence will bo ready shortly to drop Ita ballots
for the election of the new ones. The three
who have gone wore each distinguished for
somao spooinl trait, Simpson was the peer.
leas preachor,  Wiley was the great mis-
sionary, and most appropriately, therefore,
Lias hius barial plnes in China; while Harris
wis the great disciplinarian of the board.
By a strange coincidence oach of these hiad a
prominent part in the closing services of the
conferonce four years ago. Bishop Simpson
made the closing address, Bishop Wiley of-
fored the concluding prayer, and
Bishop Harris read the final hymn,
Thus, the part they took, viewsd in re-
trospect, seoms to have been premonitory of
the fate which awaited them. Whether
these circumstances will make the remain-
ing bishops timid as to the part which may
bo assigned thom in the closing of the pros-
ent conference, romains to be seen. It is
certain, however, that neither this or any-
thing else has had the effect of lessening the
number of candidates for episcopal office;
nor is it anticipated, for & moment, that any
oiroum stances past or to come, will toad any
of the present or prospective bishops to re-
sign. There are rumors that one will ask to
be relieved of episcopal dignities to allow of
his taking the presidency of an eastern uni-
versity, and it hns been  alleged that
in case of the elecvion of a certain can-
didate for the offiee, still another
of the present incumbents would want
to step down and out, Butb all such rumors
must be discounted heavily; for whatever
their excellencies  otherwise;, Methodist
bishops have certainly not been noted for
the wvirtue of resignation. And who can
blame them, when it is a fact, as Dr. Blalke-
ley said on Monday, that *'the power held by
a Mecthodist bishop is the greatest held by
any officer in the protestant church.” Still,
thers have been two instanoes in - which this
dignity has been declined, and by a fortunate
cireumstance theso cases are divided botween
the two sections, one being the case of Dir.
Haygood, of the church south, and the other
that of Wilbur Fisk, of this church.

In ecclesiastical affairs no less than in mat-
ters calinary, the proof of the pudding must
be in the eating.  Henee to judge correctly
of the quality of the new bishops we must
wait until we know who they are, The con-
viction has Been entertained by many that
this conference would put into office those
only whose cheracters and accomplishments
would refloct credit upon the denomination,
and that it would be an improvement upon
former conferences in keeping itself tree
from objectionable forms of lectionpering. If,
however, some of its own members are to he
coredited, 1t is but another of the same kind
with several of its predecessors. At any
rate we have been treated to similar ex-
posures to those which have distinguished
former conferenees,

The storm of acousation which had been
gathéring for many days, broke upon the
body on E‘Innd ¢last. My, Hunter of Illinois
wanted one bishop elected at a time. 'Lhis,
hao suid, would break up combinations. Fvery
candidate, in that case, he sald, would have
to do business on his own capital, and, for
his part, if ani' candidate proposed to set up
a peanut stand, he didn’t want him elected.
He was prepared, he snld‘ to sit down upon
all combinations, ana he “didn’t care a peg
whether the bishops came from Now Yorle,
13oston, St, Louis or Peoria, so that the bost
man got it." Dr. Buckley, agresing sub-
stantially with the former spenker, thought
the election of & bishop so important that the
vote pught to be taken by orders, Here wns
another proposed seoteh upon the wheel of
strugeling nmbition, for when nvote is taken
vy orders it not only requires a majority of
all to elect, but a majority of both the minis-
terinl delegatos and the lay delegates. Dr.
Olin of New York, who is chalrmun of the
committee on eplscopacy, gald “he had been
puined and shamed with the whispors that
had stolon into his ears respocting combina-
tions for the oftice of bishop.” Dr. Due of
linois, cladmed that he had not heard such
whispers.  “But think,” he said, “‘of the
Apostle Paul going down this aisle and mov-
ing wbout the corridors of this opera house,
nsking the members of the conference to
vote for him beecause be had o call from the
Lord to be bishop."

Lay Delegate Brown favored Dr. Buck
ley's motion to vote for bishops by orders.
This gentleman took n business-like view ot
tho situation, holding that if & moan had a
genuine call from the Lord the Lord could
pull him through just as surely if the confer-
ence voted by orders as if It voted as a whole,
Dr, Leonard, of Obio, was another who was
a0 fortunate 148 to not have heard theso Il,s'llui
whispers about combinations. He wounld
scorn, he said, 1o reccive o proposition to
cast his vote for any candidate, He had
not heard whispers of that kind, be ob-
sorved, but he had heard It  alleged
thut millionaires had  been  electing
the Dbishops of the church, and it
was plain to  see, he said, that vot-
ing by oraers would give these millionnires
gven more power than they already had.
Finally the conference concluded that it nad
heard enough of this kind of talk, and the
matter was disposed of by 8 refusal to adopt
either the motion to elect oue bishop at a
time, or the motion to oloct by orders, lony-
g the situation just as it was before the
big palaver began, preclsely the rosult which
followed from o similay tompest of words
aud a similar series of motions, in the two
conferences mmediately precediog this,

The Methodist wortnios nover fuil to have
it put In this manner just before the real bat-
uie of the ballots. It is & way they bhave,
just as the final decision iu the ring proper is
always preceded by a hot contest of bif talk
when i lot of healthy schiogl boys get into a
wranglo, It is sufe to assume, too, that these
Methodist brethren do not mean all thoy say
at such times, any more than the boys do,
and that, like tho boys aguin, they are not
hinlf 50 bad as, in these tussles, thoy try to
mnke one another seem, As W electipneor-
ing and the canyassing of the strong and
woalkk points of the various candidates,
it is dfficult to sce how such work
as this could be disponsed with
altegether, copsidering that the
delegatles come from such widely scattered
sectiwons, and that po epportunity is given to
nominste men for these high offlces In open
conference., And osto the moral question
involved, If the Lord sccepts the help of
presiding  elders, and church committecs,
added 1o the [mdl_v judgment of the bishops
in stationing the preschers, what can be the
harm io & fow cxpericnced hunds lending
Him a little assistunce in this more delicate
and important work of promoting men to the
opiscopacy. The favorites in the episcopal

inits nature and rovolutlionnry in its ef-
fata” There are those, ton, who openly
churge Whint parts of the episcopal address
wutre a subtle argumont intended to Influence
legisintion, and that thus, though legally des
barred from speaking in the debates, they
got in o speogh by wnfalr meant Some of
tho brethren, wo, are so httie mindful of
apiscopal prerogatives that they will not
even consant, without protest, to have a
bishop enjoy a mood cigar T he wants 1o,
Actually, a reselution has beon introduced
on this subject—in fact several havo. 1t s
supposed, too, thiat these resolutions eut both
wiays, having reforence notonly to somoe who
arde in the oftice, but to some of the outs whe
want to got in, but wham soma of their morae
sunctillious brethren think should not be al-
owed to do so until, as the resslution ex-
prossos (L, “thoy swear to forover abstaln
rom the uso of tobacrco."

Tee only oceaslon since the woman ques-
tion was settled when thoere has boen & fall
hoese was when Bishop Taylor reported his
work in Africa. In appearance this man s
tall nnd gaunt, with long patriarchal beard,
deop sot and lustrous eyes and the air of o
man who believes franlicitly both in God and
in himself. By multitudes he is regarded as
one of the greatest heroos of modern  timos.
His pet idea 1s the christianizing of heathen-
dom on the self-supporting plan. On  this
plan he established a great mission in India
and another in South America. Owing to
the prestige of these achicvements the
last  conference elected him by on
almost unanimous  vote, o missionary
bishop to Afrien, and in  the vory
heart of the dark continent and ho has
planted missions on the same pian.  He has
disdained to use migsdonary money, excopring
as he could use it without dictation from
headquarters, and hoas refused to dreaw his
splary from the missionary troasury, though
£1,000fn yoar have been offered him. His
contontion is that he is as much a bishop as
the rest of his follows and that he ought to
et his pay from the same fund. Ho also
objects to having his  self-supporting
missionary work controlled by the
regular  missionary  board, his  roason
for this being, na he characteristically
expressed it in his roport, that *“their meth-
ods and his would no more barmonize than a
conl yard and a miltinery store would work
in hnomony." What the conference will do
with this heroie genius remaing to bo seen.
Probably, however, ”mf will send him back
1o Africa with Increased suthority, though a
desperate effort will bo made by some to
have his term of Episcopal service brought
to a speedy and inglorious tormination.

Echoes from the great debate on the ad-
mission of women arestill heard occasionully,
It Is said that a great genious once observed
to his wife, “Woman, with all thy faults I
love thee still:* but the trouble is here, as it
wis there, that woman won't be  stillr nor
will the knights errant who have entered the
lists as her chumplons. It is now alleged
that the contest on this question was o secrot
fight for third party thibition, in wlich, by
thoe defeat of Miss: Willard and her fellow
delegates, of W. C, T. U, fame, that cause
came to grief. It is also alleged,on the other
side, that personal spite and offlcial j€ulousy
had much to do in keoping the women out,
some who worked against them doing so in
settlement of old scores cherished against the
fuir applicants, and others laboring 10 keop
them out for fear that if they got in they
would run off with somo of the oftices as for
instanee, so these peeple aver, the editorship
of the New York Christian Advocate, Really,
however, such allegations and rumors are
unworthy of ¢redence, and what is more,
thoy are discreditable to the side which
organizes thom, The status of the gues-
tign now is, that to make woman's admission
legal, the annual conference are to puss upon
it. BBut there isa proposition now pending,
and likely to be adopted, which will give the
entire church an opportunity to be heard on
the subject, The [lﬂan is to allow every mem-
ber, male or fomale, who is over twenty-ono
years of age, to voto upon this new departure,
just as was done when it was proposced to
admit laywmen to this body.

The guestion of Methodist union is com-
manding attention, Great strides have been
made in this direction io recent years. 'The
meothodist bodies of the world, after a long
period of separation, marked by various de-
grees of hostility, first looked into one
nnother’'s faces amd falt the throb of a cowm-
mon methodistic heart beat, in 1851, at the
greal ecumenical conference held in London,
Shortly after thot gathering a union of all
the methodist churches of Canada was an-
nounced. Then in 15884 camo the centennial
Methodist eonference in Baltimore, affording
the American brethren aunother favorable
opportunity of shaking hands and exchanging
greeting,s  Since then there hes boen a
strong movoment toward organic union in
Groat Britaln; in fact the Irish Methodists
huve effected such o upion. Aud now come
two or three propositions before tho prosent
couference for a union of the Mothodist
Episcopal church with the body which
went off on the slavery quostion forty-
four yoars ago whoen the genoral oonfor-
ence Iast held in this city, n body which now
has fully half as many members of this
church. These resolutions, which woro ro-
forred to the committee on the state of the
chureh, call for the appointment of a commit-
tee of thirtean, consisting of five laymen and
five ministers, ywith three bishops, o confor
and act on this great question with a similar
committee which it hoped the Church
South wall appomt,

Whaut the immediate outeome will be is not
yet apparent, It is settloa, however, that &
ocumoenical conferonce will Bbe hud three
years hence, and that it will convene on this
side of the Atluntic, It goes withoutsaying,
too, that such o gathermg will hielp along this
holy ecausc of Methodistio union, And
moeans while Methodists both north and
sputh will rejoico to know that this cause is
being sensibly advancod by the wiso und
geninl ministrations ln private and pubiie of
Rev, 8. A, Swele, D, D, who comes fiom the
southern church as o !'rulumu! delegate to
this body.

forving Lo charges made, he sald that the
turnbund has nolhing in common with the
doctrines of anarchisam that doclares wur on
the stateée in any form  of with tho
doctrines of rovolution by viclenco at
all hazards even in a ropublie. The evéntsof
the lnst few yoors had intraded themsolves
within the procincts of this organization and
he trusted thoy wonld be disposed of in n
businesslike, just and harmonigus manner,
Tho tenor of the ontire spocch was fur from
being snarchistic or even sociallstio in (ta
tondencies. When tho temporary organiza-
tion wus lk'rfm'md and standing committecs
appointed,  the  radical  eloment  gnined
every point, the following showing its pres-
once Lo the number of 400 voters, The dis-
position of the Green Bay circular, ao-onllod,
and the status within the organtzation of ita
organ, the Milwankoee Turn-Zettung, will bo a
part of today’'s business. HBoth guestions
grew out of the Haymarkot riot aud the sub-
sequent judicial proceedings. The Green
Bay organization demanded in the olrculur
tho immoediate expnlsion from the bund of all
having any sympathy with the anarchists,
whilo the Zeitung churnotorizsed the convie-
tion and execution of the anarchists as judis
clal murder.
